Claim Soviets Framed 
Dr. Carl Vanek 


RELATIONS TODAY 
QUITE STRAINED

PRAGUE, Dec. 26.—The Czecho­ 
slovakian government charged to­ 
day the alleged plot to assassinate 
the Japanese ambassador at Mos­ 
cow, Koki Hirota, which brought 
about the recall of Dr. Carl Vanek, 
Czecho-Slovakian diplomat, was a 
"frame-up” engineered by thè Soviet 
G. P. U. or secret police. 
News of the conspiracy was first 
received here Thursday evening in 
dispatches from Moscow to Prague 
and other central European news­ 
papers receiving International News 
Service dispatches. 
Vanek, an official statement said, 
was the victim of an agent provaca- 
teur in the employ of the G. P. U 
Without Foundation. 
The Czecho-Slovakian government 
declared the Ruiaian police charges 
were utterly witliout foundation but 
recalled Vanek on demand of the 
Soviet foreign office to avoid a dip­ 
lomatic incident 
An investigation by the chief of 
the Czecho-Slovakian Mission at 
Moscow, the statement said, reveal­ 
ed the following facts. 
Vanek attended a gay diplomatic 
ball in Moscow early in December 
where a group of foreign attaches 
discussed the Sine-Japanese conflict 
in Manchuria. 
Speculation quickly turned to the 
prospects of Russia and Japan be­ 
coming involved in war because of 
Japanese invasion of the Russian 
sphere of influence in occupying 
Tsitsihar, capital of Heilungkiang 
Province. 
Vanek was asked his opinion. 
Remark Is Made, 
"Well,” he laughed, "history might 
repeat itself. Suppose someone as­ 
sassinated or attempted to assassi­ 
nate the Japanese ambassador here. 
That would cause war, wouldn’t it?” 
The remark was overheard by a 
member of the Soviet secret police 
who had gainetF admission to the 
ball but was misunderstood or de­ 
liberately misrepresented, the Cze­ 
cho-Slovakian government asserted. 
The incident was reported to the G. 
P. U. which immediately magnified 
and elaborated it, supplying details 
which the government here consid­ 
ers to be entirely false. 
The whole affair was considered 
today at a meeting of the cabinet 
officials still in Prague over the 
holidays. Since the Soviet govern­ 
ment has published the news to the 
world Czecho-Slovakia may demand 
a formal apology accompanied by a 
threat to sever existing relations be­ 
tween the two countries.«

is able to read with a better under­ 
standing of the way sentences scan. 
The prosperity of a jest, you re­ 
member, lies more in the ear oi him 
who hears It than in the tongue of 
lira who speaks K 
And this is 
rue of other forms of communica- 
Ion than jokes. Emphasis and in­ 
flection often make all the sense of 
kike, or any o tto form of com­ 
munication. 
“Oh! Yeah!” depends 
or its success on a very delicate 
r. ode of instrumentation. Much of 
the richness of reading is for this 
reason preserved for the adult who 
ias had good hearing in youth. 
When they once begin to t o n lip 
reading, they make more m l prog­ 
ress than the child who always has 
been hard of hearing* 
' But as in all other things, the 
child learns lip reading m m rapidly 
and readily than the older person. 
And no amount of pains is too much 
to spend upon these handicapped 
children. 
No rewards are greater 
than the ones that come to those 
who help the deaf to bear and the 
Wind to see 
The fellow being who Is without 
all five senses lives in another world 
from ours and it is impossible to put 
ourselves entirely into his place. An 
example of such thoughtlessness is 
given of a teacher who with every 
idea of kindness moved a hard-of- 
bearing child up to a desk on the 
front row of the school room. The 
child, after a few days, told the Up 
reading teacher that his new seat j 
was near the door facing the Htht, 
In that position he could not see the * 
teacher's lips well and that as si 
consequence he was worse off than in 
his original t o e . When this was 
explained to the grade teacher she. 
of course, gladly made another 
change, placing the child in another 
seat on the front row, but with his 
back to the light. * i thought I had 
done all that was necessary when I 
gave him the front seat ” explained 
the teacher. “It just didn't occur to 
me about the light.” 
Teachers always are willing to help 
and to make adjustments for their 
handicapped charges if they are re­ 
minded of what is needed. It is only 
fids unaccustomed ness to another's 
work! that stands in their way. An­ 
other story Is told of a pupil who 
could hear only a few feet away and 
who was placed the first day of 
school, on the back row. After the 
session, she approached the teacher, 
explained her handicap and request­ 
ed that she might be put on the 
front row, 
“Why,” exclaimed the 
teacher, in surprise, “the first an­ 
nouncement I made was that any 
pupils who were hard of hearing 
could have seats in the front row.” 
Up reading opens a new world to 
the hard-of-hearing child. 
It is 
practical 
and 
successful. 
Every 
community of any size should estab­ 
lish lip reading classes under a 
trained! Up reading teacher. 
Re­ 
member that one out of every eight 
children, on the average, is hard of 
hearing.

At the meeting of the National 
Collegiate Athletic association on 
Wednesday and Thursday recom­ 
mendations were looked for to the 
rules committee, which will meet 
early next year. 
It was learned today one coach 
will suggest that a player, obviously 
injured and not in proper shape 
to continue, may be ordered off the 
field by officials and not kept in the 
llneuo until a substitute is sent in 
bv the coach. Elimination of the 
kickoff and the flying wedge, held 
responsible for many deaths this 
season, will also be widely discussed 
With a possible recommendation to 
the rules committee. 
The Eastern Association of Foot­ 
ball Officials will open the week’s 
gatherings on Sunday. Their ses­ 
sions will continue on Monday and 
the annual meeting of the Football 
Coaches association is scheduled for 
Tuesday. The National Collegiate 
Athletic association i esions in mid­ 
week will probably >e followed by 
conferences of college officials and 
coaches with annount emerits shortly 
forthcoming on new mentors. 
Coaches To Talk. 
At the afternoon ess ion of the 
coaches association short talks will 
be made by leading coaches. “Hunk”

Need Serious Treatment

HARRISBURG. Dec. 28.—“Now 
that we are in the midst of the 
seasonal high tide of communicable 
diseases, especially among children, 
word of warning ought to be 
sounded concerning the attitude of 
many parents, who are inclined to 
treat lightly, what they are pleased 
to call 'the diseases of childhood.’ ” 
said Dr. Theodore B. Appel, state 
secretary of health today. 
“Unwilling to submit to the rigid 
requirements of a quarantine, which 
would doubtless be ordered, they re­ 
fuse to call in the family physician, 
and undertake the dubious and dan­ 
gerous method of treating the child 
with home remedies, in order that 
their convenience may not be in­ 


malady upon him to handicap him 
as long as he lives. 
“And further—failure to notify the 
doctor so that the needed steps may 
be taken to protect the community 
by quarantine is wrong, for such a 
course of action may result in an 
epidemic in the community. While 
it may be true that the case in 
point is of a mild type, from just 
such types as that, infection may 
run riot, and spread through a 
whole section, bringing more serious 
and even fatal cases, in their train. 
* At the first indication of illness, 
let the family doctor decide what 
the ailment is. If he reports it as 
a communicable disease, and the 
quarantine card goes up. respect its 
message, and obey it implicitly. It 
spells protection to the neighbor- 
vaded with a placard on the home, hood- and is placed there for a wise 
and a strict injunction about going 
in and out. 
“Such a course of action is a ser­ 
ious error, and may often result in 
chronically impaired health for the 
child, w ho has not been wisely 
guided through an attack of some 
communicable disease. He may re­ 
cover, but with the marks of the 


purpose. To ignore it, is to take a 
chance that is neither wise nor 
safe.’’

Delving once more into the Civil 
War history of New Castle a n d 
Lawrence county, it is found that 
Companies A, B. D and H of the 
famous One Hundred and Thlrty- 
! Fourth Pennsylvania Infantry were 
raised In New Castle and Lawrence 
county In compliance with the call 
of July, 1862, by Governor Curtin. 
They volunteered for nine months 
service. Company I of the wane reg­ 
iment was raised in Lawrence and 
Beaver counties. 
It rendesvoused 
at Camp Curtin and was ordered 
away before its organisation was ef­ 
fected. It moved on to Washington, 
D. C., August 20, 1862, and was at­ 
tached to the provisional corps 
commanded by General Casey at 
Arlington Heights. 
There the or­ 
ganization was effected with Mat­ 
thew S. Quay as colonel and Ed­ 
ward O’Brien of New Castle as 
lientenant-cokmel. It was brigaded 
with Tw enty-Ninth PermsylvanSa 
regiments and the brigade plaoed 
under the command of General 1. 
B. Tyler. 
They got into stirring 
action in the last struggle of the 
battle of Fredericksburg, and in the 
brief space they were in.the conflict 
lost 14 killed, 106 wounded and 16 
missing. 
In this engagement, in 
addition to facing the fire of the 
enemy in front, they had the mis­ 
fortune of being fired on from the 
rear. 
In the spring of 1868 the 
brigade participated in the move­ 
ment against Lee, which ended With 
the defeat at ChanceHorsvtile, in 
which Oolone O’Brien and his men 
made a brave stand until their am­ 
munition gave out. After tide bat­ 
tle the regiment was shortly mus­ 
tered out at Harrltimrg May 26, 
1868, the term of enlistment of the 
men having expired.

I BEING PROBED 


Slade Board Investigates Ftsb 
Destruction la Susque­ 
hanna River 


Special To The News 
HARRISBURG, 
Dec, 
26,—The 
engineers of the State Sanitary 
Water Board have been investigat­ 
ing very thoroughly the matter of 
the killing of fish in the West 
Branch of the Susquehanna river, 
which was reported at their month­ 
ly meeting. It was found that dead 
fish were found principally in that 
section of the streams from Milton 
to Selinsgrove, which is very much 
further down stream than acid mine 
water has generally penetrated in 
the past 
The conclusion of the engineers is 
that the death of the fish was caus­ 
ed by the forcing of add mine waste 
far down the river as a result of a 
double rise in the west branch of 
the stream, and its tributaries. Re­ 
ports show that there had been a 
heavy rainfall in the Clearfield 
mining region, resulting in a pro­ 
nounced rise in Clearfield Creek, 
about 10 days preceding the find­ 
ing of the dead fish. There was 
practically no corresponding rise in 
the northern tributaries of the West 
Branch, which are constantly alka-

Pond parents that we art, we are 
prone always to assume that what 
our youngsters say Is true, that 
whereas other people’s children may 
be nuisances at school ours could do 
no wrong, and that we are injured 
and dishonored by the “wrongs” ' 
which they report.

complete. 
Suppose right there we lend ap­ 
proval to the criticism of the child; 
•ирровб we interrupt to scold about 
the school. 
Suppose in anger we; 
should go to the school next day to 
abuse the teacher. In that event wf 
shall have demonstrated lack of self- 
control; we shall have set our sanc­ 
tion upon tattling and gossip; we 
shall have lost the opportunity to 
teach fairness, moral judgment, and 
good thinking. 
Almost surely we 
shall set the teacher against us and 
against our child, and inevitably 
shall we then destroy the child’s 
success at school—impair, perhaps, 
his educational destiny. We shall 
also lose; the money which we pay 
in taxes for the school win have 
been wasted. We could not be more 
extravagant if we were to throw half 
a hundred dollars into a biasing 
fire. 
If we are sensible, the next time 
our child complains about his school 
and teacher, we shall listen patiently 
and let him go on so long as he is 
courteous in his remarks. Then, as 
soon as possible, we shall tu n him 
tactfully to another subject XI we 
really think there are some wrongs 
at school which can be righted we 
shall, after waiting prayerfully fсиг a 
couple days, go calmly to the school 
and talk things over with the teach­ 
er. We shall go to team and not to 
•cold, and go determined to be de­ 
cent. The chances are that we shall 
come away much wiser and much 
better parents. 
In the meantime, 
we shall lose no opportunity to play
